towns the greater part of the! 


time, and the task of selecting 
suitable prizes is not an easy one. 
It will be well to always make 
every effort to get in touch with 
the contest committees and em- 


‘phasize the general appeal that 


“Chex Books” will have. In.most 
instances prizes are selected for 
their general appeal, for this way 
the interest of the family is in the 
contest, even though only one 
member may be eligible for a 
prize. 

One obligation which the aver- 
age wholesaler feels, is to enter- 
tain his out of town buyers. There 
is no reason why ‘‘Chex’’ should 
not play a big part in this connec- 
tion. Sell the wholesalers in your 
town on the idea of buying ‘‘Chex 
for distribution to their out of 
town buyers., Even though the 
book may not be exhausted during 


the buyer’s visit, chances are very 


good that there is a ‘‘Publix’’ thea- 
tre in his home town, where the 
balance of the ‘“‘Chex’’ may be re- 
deemed. Envelopes may be fur- 
nished with books sold for this 
purpose, on the front of which 
could be printed, ‘‘Compliments 
of’? ete. One manager is already 
working out a plan~-similar to 
this, and is receiving very favor- 
able response from wholesalers to 
whom the proposition has been 
presented.
